Etimod, during tiio pawl year, an interest which thoy
never before possessed. Abstract questions of Onauce
hare boon, iu times gone by,tho delight of theoretical
financiers. Speculations ou the probable effect of the in¬
troduction of cortaiu systems haro ever boon indulged in;
hut the stern necessities of war, tho demands of importu¬
nate generals, the obligations of the government toward?
the hundreds of thousands of heroic men risking their
lives in IU defence, have deprived the subject, of late, of
'ts merely theoretical aud speculative intorest, and havo
brought It home withImprossivcoarnostness to lha minds
or all. Every ooo now has an interest in it, not only
Iho banker and professional financier, but even the labor¬
er aud mechanic, who are, in common with their richer
fellow citizous,called on tocontrlbulo their support to the
government. From time to lime we havo placed before
our readers valuable inform it on concerning the fiuancos
of our own aud other uations, pointing out to the legiala-
tor the rocks and shoals on wbieb otbor governments have
-truck and stranded, and touching tho groat mass

our patrons tho duties and obligations imposed
i them by the laws of Congress. Wo havo before
s a vast number of statistics, some of which are of great

importance and interest. The opening year is a fitting
season for a review of tho great Quanciel measures which
bavo been adopted, and we propose, tborefore, in the
present article, to present . gouoral recapitulation of
them, together with such facts and figures connected with
tho financial systems of the Untlod States and the prin¬
cipal- nations of the Old World as, in our judgment, may
prove of intoreet to the gonerat reader.

TBI FINANCES OP ENGLAND.
England has always been regarded by us as a nation to

be pitied on account of its vast national debt. Our own
people.heretofore free from taxation.have ooagralu .

latod themselvoR each year on thoir happy lot, as com¬

pared with that of tho tax-burdened subjects of Queen
Victoria. We bave thought of tho hardship of being com¬
pelled to pay tribute, in tho form of a tax, on almost
everything consumed or used; we bave sympathised with
the poor peasant of Ireland, who has been bound to a go¬
vernment be despised,and has been compelled to pay bis
taxes to Kg support; It has been our boost that we

bare had the best government in the world,
tod one for the support of which our people have bad
less to cetribute than any other. The gigantic rebellion
has, however, humbled our (pride, and brought us to the
level of Rngland, iueomuch as that we are required to

.ubmit to the payment of taxos for governmental sup¬
port, though ws can ooagralulate ourselves that our debt
is still email as compared with that of Great Britain. The
.oanciai report of tho British House ofpommons stales
that the debt, funded and unfunded, of the United
Kingdom on tho Slst of March, 1881, waa £806.864,387,
or,expressed in our curreocy, £8,899,416,683 00. Tho
following table abows how this debt increased up to
March 31,1860:.

Tim table above shows that the British debt baa bean

by no moius stationary. A few years of peaca oceurring,
tbo nation was eeablad ta raduca the debt alightly; but
then a groat war rapidly increased the indebtedness until
It had reached, m 1881, the enormous aura or nearly
$4,000,000,000. The greatest augmentation which the
dobt received waa during the French war, which of Itself
cost the British the nice sum of $2,911,280,000, while our
Revolution added over $686,000,000. These facta aud
figures speak for thsraselvoe. It la not our purpose to
dwell longer on them at preeent, oompartaooa will be
more proper in another place.

Though wo wore a newborn nation in 178V, having

just emerged, from the long and dispiriting contout of the

Revolution, wo worefortunato enough to luva at the liP id
of our Treasury Department cue whose views were as

clear and able as though ha bad bad years of experience
In lis management, aud whose administration of hu high
and responsible office was »uch as to inspire couliJouce in

our nation. A sinking fuad was established under tU>
control of Ova oommissioners, and to supply it a portion
of the import dunes wore specifically set apart audio'
tornnt outies levied. Uy these means the prompt payment
of interest ou the public debt sod tho evoutual liqui latino
of the debt itself wore providod for, Nothing could have
been more gratifying than tho result of this scheme
The market value of our dobl was raised from a point
twenty-Qvo per cent bolow par to ooo twouty live per
cent above.

In 1813 it was found necessary to impose a direct an¬

nual tax of (3,000,000, which was afterwards increased to
$6,(X)6,OCO, tho intornal duties imposed to i>ay the Revo
lutionsry debt having boon ropoaled cloven years bofore.
As a nation our Unsocial condition has almost always

been prosperous. At times our revenue has been greator
than wo needed, and it has been found expedi¬
ent to reduce tariffs and abolish Internal duties,
that our treasury might not overrun with^ money
This prosiierous condition has, however, been
roversed during the past year, and It has
been a perplexing question how to obtain tbe re'
quisite monoy without damaging tho interests of tbe peo¬
ple. V.'liothcr tho boat plans have been adopted or not is
a disputed question.
During tho year 1862 the greatest responsibility has

rested on those having the management of our national
finances. The enormous army has been fed, clothed,
oqulppod and maintained In tho field at an immense ex¬

pense; tho navy has been largely Increased, and its

efficiency promoted by the expenditure of much treasure
throughout the sessions of CoogrosB in 1861 and 1862.
Therefore no moro important measures wore introduced or

passed than thoso intouded to give aid to tbe treasury.
Tbe United States government had genorally, up to tho

beginning of the rebellion, been ouablod to obtain its re-

vonue from tho duties on imports, by the naymont of
which an indirect lax is leviod on the people, and by sales
of public lands. But to these sources of roveuue is now

added the Internal tax.
When it bocamo necessary to obtain loans, and even to

issue paper money, it also bocamo necessary, to tbe
highest dogroe, to provide for the payment
of loterest on those loans, and for the final
liquidation of the dobt thus created. This could be
done In no other way than by direct taxation, and the
Tax bill of tho last sesaioa was therefore Introduced.
The measures adopted during the yoar have been Of

throe classes, each, however, connected with tho other,
namely;.

I. Loan bills, authorising the Secretary of the Treasury
to borrow moneyoo the credit or the United States.

II. Tne Tax bill, passed in order to give security to
those who advaoood money to tbe govornmeot, and in
order to provide for tho payment of the interest on the
debt, and eventually the debt itself.

ill. The Tariff laws, pafled with the same intent as tbe
Tax law.
Thoaotsoftbs first class were ss follows, namely.
Fir#.The Treasury Note bill of February SS, 1863,which

was one of tho most important xnoasures introduced. Its
principal provision was that authorising the Issue of
$160,000,000 of demand ootee, of denominations not less
than 33- Only $160,006,000 of notes worn authorised by
this lew to circulate at any one time, 36O.O0O.eO0 of the
3160,000/100 being In piaee of those whose issue had aL
ready been authorized by the est of July IT, 1861, and
whtoh the law required to be taken op and not reissued.
The law of February 26,1861, contained (he legal teodsr
clause, making the notes receivable for nil dues except
duties on import*. Five hundred milUonn of the "Five-
Twenty" bonds ware also provided for, which the Secre¬
tary was authorized to dispose of at market rates. It
appears that this last mentioned provision has not ope¬
rated favorably, as the Secretary, in his last report, re-
commooded its repeal, for the foUowing reasons ."The
efiect of these previsions was to make negotiations
uf eeaslderable amounts Impossible; for oonsldersble
amounts ere seldom taken, except with n view to resales
at a profit, and resales at aoy profit are impossible under
the law. Negotiations below market value are net allow¬
ed, and if not allowed the taker of the bond* can oxpoct
no advance, unions a market value considerably baiow
par shall beoome established. The act makes advance
above par imponsiblo, by authorising oon version of
Doited Slates notes Into bonds at that rato "

Th; act of which wo are spoaklug rsquirted duties to
be paid in gold or demand ootoe of tha first U*ue, sad
set apart tho coin recoived as a special fund for tho pay
meot of interest and for the purchase o( one per onatum
of tho entire debt of the United States
As all tbe demand notes first authorised baro not been

redeemed, the paymoot of duties in gold has not yet boon
resumed. On tbe 1st of January, 1463, tho quantity of
those outstanding will probably bo.according to the host
estimates.about 111,459,000. As it was necessary to
obtain gold with which to pay the Interest on the national
debt becoming due last November, in the abaooco or any
receipts at the Treasury Department In cm, the Sub
Treasurer at New York adopted the plan of offering to 'ilco
on deposit gold coin, paying therefor interest at tbe rale
of four per cont, and agreeing to roturn the same to tho
depositors within a specified time, notice having first been
given of the inleotiou to withdraw such deposit The
plan was eminently successful. A vast amount of gold
was in the possession or business firms and banks, thoy
having invested largely in it as tbe safest way of koeplng
their money, and at it was, at ouo time, one of tbe best
of articlos in which to speculate. This gold, previous to
this lime, had been lying Idle, being productive of no in¬

terest, only aflbrdiog tbe owner profit J>y its constantly
increasing value, a* compared with that ef legal tender
notes. When the offer was made, however, to take it on

deposit and pay four per cent for it, it was msmtreetly for
the interest of ownors to avail themselves of the micro/
rather than allow tbe geld to lie Idle

by tbe Preeldent March IT, 1462. It autbontod the issue

sues had been made receivable for all debts.they nre a

Is to $1 But shortly after that timo tho difference in
value began to increase rapidly, until in tho autumn tho
premium on gold had reached uearly forty per oent. It
will be Interesting, at some future timo, to revert to this
season of doubt, and to oxamlno tho fiuotuating value of
gold (or, more properly, of legal tender notes) at that
time.

ths price ofgold, as many erroneously state it),the prions
of every kind of stock, security and merohandtae ad¬
vanced. Two classes of government notes wars favorably
aflbotod by the financial condition of which we have
spoken, namely, the 7.30 notes and ths demand or Cus¬
tom House notes. The government profited by the ad-
rince in the value at the former, as they
had not all been issued, and as Secretary
Chase was desirous of disposing of these remaining on hjs
hands. The price attained by the T.fiO notes was
at onetime 106, but the government was considered
quite fortunate in disposing, at a later date, of about
$13,>90,000 in these notes at a premium of from 3.06 to
4.12* per oeat The award of these notes was made on
Nuvomber IT.
Ths demand notes, used in payment of duties,and

heuoe oalled Custom House notes, wero all issued, and
benoe the groat advance in their price was of no avail
to the government or to tUe pouple at large. In fact
it was only a tax oa tbo latter, because when demand
notes were worth tweuty-fira or thirty per cent more
than legal tender notes the importer, of course, increased
Ute price of bis merchandise to the buyer by that amount.
Many importers, oogaged m a heavy busineea, however,
hod foreseen the advance in value of these notes. an I had
purchased very Urge quantities of them, so that thoy pro*
Died groatly by their advanco, inasmuch as the market
value of thoir commoditiM increased in the same propor¬
tion as though they had been compelled to purchase de-
mand notes osch time they had duties to pay. Some of the
more forlunato of those will have on hand a large number
of ihoso notes when the smaller dealers will be compcllod
to buy gold with which to pay their duties. In this way
thoir profits will, of course, he much greater than tboee of
their less favored rivals
One of the events of tho occlting period of speculation

last fall was tho action of the New York Slock Board in
striking from the stock list gold and demand notos. 11
wasbolieved that the speculation in gold would act in¬
juriously to the government, and hence this action was
taken October 22. Though the effect wm to decrease the
speculation in geld, and the consequent deprecation of
United Stales notos for a time, it was found that no great
permanent difference was made. Tho Board therefore,
restored gold to the stock list oa November 15, less than
a month after it had been atrickan therefrom

The reboi government, in waging its war against the

old dag. baa been plunged deeply in debt. It has retorted

Tbe legal tender Treasury notes form a convenient me

diumfertbe paymont of taxes throughout tho country,
and are in this respect, therefore, much more valuable
thin biak notes. Tbe notes are receivable fur all taxes
due to tbe United States, by tbe provisions of tbe law
autborialng their iasuo. Tbe question bae arisen, bow-
ever, whether tbey are a legal tender for State, county
and town laxca. An interesting case, deciding this point,
was tried in Illinois last summer. A taxpayer offered
$160 in gold In payment of State taxes, and $210 in Trea¬
sury notes in payment of county and tswn taxes, which
latter amount was refused. The Court decided that
the Treasury notes were receivable for tbe county and
town taxes, but were not for tho Stale taxes, the Stito
law requiring these to be paid in gold.

Much has been said aud writlon of lato concerning the

military employmontor negroes, and tho historical aspects
of the subject have bcon ventilated on more than ono occa¬
sion. Last July Mr. George H. Moore, of this city, favored
tho publio with some historical notes concerning tho em¬
ployment of nsgroes In the American army of the Rovolu*
tlou, which demonstrated that the patriots of the Revo¬
lution were guidod mainly by the oecosslties of their
situation from time to time-with regard to- the use of
negroes tn the army; that they rogarded the question as
one of expediency; that great objocttons existed totbetr
employment, except In menial capacities, at tho outset;
and, although they were afterwards used as soldiers to
a certain extent, the numbers enlisted at any ono period
wero small. Mr. Moore gives In his pamphlet the only
formal return of negroes in tho army which has ever

been published within our knowledge, from which the
tnforence Is trrssisttbts that the wholo nupber tn the
entiro army was very small. So far as we aro able to
Judge, while our ancestors scam to havs been actuated by
muoh higher motives than many of their descendants)
thoy aoqepted. If not reluctantly, at least with hesitation,
tho services In arms of an Inconsldorable number of ne¬

groes against an enemy whs did his boat, not very sue.
cossfully, to entioe them Into the service oi the King.
A more reoent publication, under tho auspices of the

Massachusetts Historical Society, by Mr. George Llvor
moro, is now be.'ore us. It Is an octavo volume of nearly two
hundred and flfty pages, beautifully printed,and is entitled
"An Historical Research. Opinions of the Founders of the
Republic on Negroes as Slaves, as Citizens and as Soldiors."
It embraces a large amount of materials for a history of
'he subject, with occasional remarks by tho writer to
conneot together tho copious extracts and aulbortties of
which it ohledy consists.

Mr,
IJvermore says (and he is endorsed by the Massachusetts

This is a gross error. We do not believe it to have

been true of a (ingle one AM the thirteen colonies; and
with respect to the colony, provinoe and the State of
Massachusetts, ws propose to show from the record that
It Is utterly without foundation.
We will go book to tho beglnolog and oeme down to tho

present day In a brief sketch of the legislation on the
aebjeot, which oaa neither be explainedaway aor dented
The aeoeeattiee of the situation for a few years after

the first settlements made everybody a soldier; indeed,
put anna iu tho hands of woaaoa and children.
The General Oourt made ae order, STth May, 1062

'¦that all SoeUmen, Megoraa and Indians inhabiting with'
or servants to the English, from the age of sixteen to
sixty years, thai ha listed, and aro hereby oajoyned to
attend traynlogt aa well as the English."

This exolusion from military employment and the pri¬

vilege of bearing arms seems to have continued without
change until the brief administration of Sir Edmund
Androe.
The act for eottling the mllitie, enacted by thia very

unpopular Governor and his Council for his Majesty's ter¬
ritory and dominion of New England, Maroh 24,1087,
provided "that no person whatsoover above sixteen years
of age remain unlisted by tbemeolves, masters, mislrosscs
or employees." Negroes and Indians are not exempted
by any provision of this act; but it is extremely doubtful
whether It ever went Into practical operation. Ooe of the
most obnoxious of his measures was his attempt te con
trol the militia in Now England. nils is, bowevor. not
very important; for aftor the English Revolution and the
establishment of the new province charter, among the
earliest of their laws was the act for regulating the
militia.1693.by which Indians and negroes were ex¬
empted from all trainings.
A subsequent act for tho regulating of free negroes,

Ac..1707.Illustrates their exact position more clearly.

Tho act, therefore, provided that they should de eor.

vice equivalent to trainings, he., each able-bodied Tree
negro or mulatto so many days' work yearly in repairing
of the highways, oleausing the etreste, or other service
for the common benefit of the place.

In oomrnon with all able to bear arms, they were required
to make their appearance at parade in eases of sadden
alarms, where they were to attend such eervtoe as the
tret oommissioaod officer of the military company of their
precinct should direct, daring the lime the oompaoy ooa.
tinned in arms. Thia obviously points to menial service,
or, at any rate, a service dlflbreel from that of the en¬
rolled militia.
This state of things ooattnoed down to the period re*

farred to by Mr. Uvermore, "the commencement of the

In the timo or the Insurrection in 1780, negroes offered
tbelr services to Oovernor Bowdoln, to go against tho
insurgents, to the number of seven bundled, but the
Council did not advise sending them.
The subatauce of the uoxt law Is tho same, although

they chaugod the "way of putting It."
The militia law of June 22, 1793, authorizes the ourol

inont of "each and every frse, able-bodied white male
citizen of this, or any other of the bulled States, residing
withlu this Commonwealth," between tho agoeof eighteen
and forty five years, except as excepted. Negroes do not

appear, as before, among the exempts, but are excluded
In the enrolment.
We have not at band tho means of referring to the in¬

termediate laws on the subject; but tbe same qualification
appears In tbe Revised Statutes of 1886, as wall as the mi-

litia laws of 1837 and 1840. Finally, the Genoral Statutes
of 1860 preserve tbe samo features, and unless changed
withlu two years the statute law of Massachusetts to
day excludes negroes from the ranks of Uie militia.
We have only t« add that when the Massachusetts (lis

torical Society attempts bcroafter to instruct tho publto ,

mind oq subjects of this ktud, it ought to supply itself with
s bolter apparatus. We entertain a due rasped far that dis¬
tinguished and sated body ; but their proper sphere is tho
coliootion and preservation of the materials of history,
au<l not bolstering up the tboorics of modem fanaticism.
